3 Wee deſire to expreſle our hearty ſorrow 
for, and deteſtation of. all thoſe. gracelefle courſes, 
and ungodly praRtices of theſeApoſtatizing times, 
as prophane ſwearing, drunkennefſe, Sabbath- 
breaking, oppreſhon, which are God-provoking, 
and Kingdom-deſtroying abominations, not to be 
named among(t Chriſtians: All that oppoſition 
co Reformation,hypocriticall purſuing of falſe in- 
rereſts under ſpecious pretences of publique good, 
all which are againſt piety rowards (God, Iufſtice, 
Righreouſneſſe and Sobriety cowards men, laying 
us naked to Divine vengeance, and rendering us 2 
people fitted for deſtruction,therefore we delire ro 
be ſenſible of theſe provocations,and to ſtir up our 
ſelves, and all. the godly in this Kingdom to dif-

ry and Crown of rejoycing ; utterly diſliking the 
oppoſition it meets withall: And, oh that wee 
knew whar to do for the ſuppreſſing that oppoſi- 
tion by looſe and prophane perſons on the one 
hand, and on the other by ſuch as ſeparate, and 
highly contend for that Great Diana, the Compen- 
dixm of all miſchiets concentred in that one word:

6 Laſtly,bur not leaſt of all,as for the Covenant, 
our Solemn League and Covenant, as we heartily 
rejoyce that we took it,that it was commended to 
' the Kingdom by the Parltament, and taken by ſo 
many in both Kingdoms with t heir hands lifted 
up toHeaven,(o alſo we defire to be afflicted in our 
ſouls with ſhame & ſorrow for the violation of ir, 
either by our ſelves or others, but moſt ofall for 
that ſtupendious wickedneſfle and matchleſſe im- 
piety in villifying and contemaing that Sacred 
Oath;even by too too many that entred into it and 
covenanted with us; doubrleſſe that fairhfull God 
who keepeth Covenant with us, will avenge the. 
quazrell of this Covenant broken by us, unleſſe

as wee looke upon itas a duty belonging roallco \, 
take it,and therefore blame the non-taking of it by 
any; ſor we declare our utrer diſlike of the {lighters 
and contemners of it, and earneſtly deſire the ta- 
king of it: by all, be not only commended, bur 
commanded by Authority.
